Dear Mr. Rutherford: 


Your letter of September 27, 1973, requested 
information on our implementing a GO Transit service to 
Streetsville along the C. P.R. line, and hooking into the 
Bloor Street subway. 


As you are probably aware, we have examined 
all rail lines in this part of Southern Ontario in respect to 
their viability and usefulness for the purpose of commuter 
service. In doing so, we have certainly established that there 
is a potential on the C. P.R. line referred to. However, as 
you can appreciate, we must set priorities based on potential 
patronage and as a result, the Georgetown and Richmond Hill 
lines obviously must be considered and hopefully, implemented 
as higher priorities. 


We recognize that the foregoing will be dis- 
appointing to the people in the Cooksville and Streetsville area 
but we must recognize that there are economic limitations at 
the present time. We will, however, continue to keep this 
possibility in mind. 

To sum up, then, we can not promise an early 
implementation of service on this line.

On July 19, 1973, SOTAS vresented a brief to Mayor and Council 
regarding the Credit River Valley. In that brief we made ceveral 
recommendations. The puryose of this statement is <o re-submit these 
recommendations and further, to bring to your attention another matter 
pertaining to a svecific sub-division xnown as «iver iieights states 
which is now going in on the banks of the Credit iver. 

Firstly, our recommendations of July 1%, 1975. ‘these indicated 
our general concern at the lack of planning in the Valley, which we 
feel should be maintained in perpetuity as a major freen-oelt. In 
addition we resuested in that orief, and we request it arain here, 
that Mayor and Council study the report of the Erindale unvironmental 
Case Study Group and that certain snecific actions be taken. ‘these 
actions were to: 

1. Implement hacard land zoning on that »art of the Credit itiver 

Valley within )ississausa boundaries and encourage its 


adontion throuchout the new recional munici-ality.

2. =ncourare the C.V.C.A. to redefine the valley rim as recoumended 


in the crindale icport and to enact builcing and fill re-ulations 


for the hnzardous sloves. 

3. Prepare master plan for rassive and active recreation for 
the Credit Valley. 

4, Freeze all development adjacent to the Credit Valley until 


these areas can be studied and apvropriate action taken.

The second part of our statement deals with a subsecuent proposal 
for sub-division which includes flood nlain land and >otentially hazardous 
slopes. On November Sth we submitted a letter to !iayor and vouncil 
concerning the River Heirhts cuv-divirion . At that time we assumed that 
the Town would receive the whole of the flood plair land intact and we 
recommended the provision of a walkway access to this bottom land and a 
15 ft. public strip where a cliff occurs. Recent developments indicate 
that an insignificant part of this flood plain has been accuired by the 
City. While one must be rrateful to the develoner for this cesture, the 
fact remains that the area in  uertion is very small. ihe ownership of the 
remaining flood land and banks remains frasuented, a situation we feel is 
no lonrer in the public interest. 

We therefore rerister our rrotest at this »lan cf sub-division and 
recommend that the City: 

als Kaintain the lands below the rim in one parcel to facilitate
